Contrary to all 
expectations the 
council did not pass the snow ordi­ 
nance. 
In fact the ordinance w a s 
handed the death wallop on the sec­ 
ond reading. 
The

the roll ran was killed by a vote ot One Thousand Sacks, Gifts of Peo- 
four to 
one. 
Councilman 
Scudder 
was the only member voting in favor 
of the ordinance. 
There was no discussion over the 
proposed law and it 
was 
put 
to 
death with a suddeness that was a 
big surprise. 
When the 
ordinance 
was introduced Councilman Wagon­ 
er was the only member openly op­ 
posed to it and after lying on 
the 
shelf for two w eeks the other mem­ 
bers seem to have taken his view of 
it as Council Brann, Mauzy, Lee and 
Wagoner voted “no” on the roll call. 
When the ordinance was read for the 
second time Scudder called for a 
vote, and this resulted in killing the 
ordinance.

Physician Asserts That as a Man 


Eats and Digests His Food so 


He is— Other Thoughts 


Dr. J. B. Kinsinger discussed “ In­ 
telligent Feeding’’ in a paper 
read 


last night at the 
meeting of 
the 
Parent-teachers association of Gra­ 
ham school, which developed 
into 
one of the best and most interesting 
ever held in the history of the asso­ 
ciation. 
There was a long discus­ 
sion at the conclusion of the paper, 
in whieh a number took part. 
Miss 
Mary Moore, visiting 
nurse, 
and 
Miss Kale Dennis, domestic science 
teacher in the schools, both made 
good points in 
their 
talks. 
Miss 
Mary Louise Poe sang a solo. 
Dr. Kinsinger said at the outset 
he would start with a proposition on 
which all agreed: “Man's body is a 
product of what he 
eats, 
drinks, 
thinks, breathes and does, but the 
greatest of these is ‘cat.s.’ ” Proper 
food, he said, is the prime essential 
to sound bodies, sane minds and the 
nourishment of aspiration and hope. 
Dr. Kinsinger continued : 
Biologically considered, 
man 
is 
nothing but a stomach with its ap­ 
pendages—an organized 
group 
of 
organs clustered about his food tube. 
Now, these organs, together with the 
food tube, constitute an exquisitely 
delicate 
mechanism, 
the 
orderly 
working of which depends entirely 
upon one’s manner of feeding. 
f 
As a man cats and 
digests 
his 
food so he is. 
Thus 
if you, 
dear 
parents and teachers, desire to live 
the efficient life and have your child­ 
ren grow’ up in effieency, you will 
have to mix a little gray matter w’ith 
your food. That is to say, you must 
become informed (for few of us al­ 
ready know*) as to what foods are 
incompatible and what foods are not. 
Foods are simply chemical elements, 
and when properly combined all is 
harmonious; but w’hen haphazardly 
indulged iu they invariably undergo 
decomposition and fermentation, the 
sequel of which is autotaxemia, or 
poisoning by one’s own secretions, in 
its various manifestations, such as 
nervousness, 
headache, 
neuralgia, 
emaciation, rheumatism and scores 
of other diseases 
that 
for 
many 
years past have been charged 
to 
other causes. 
Most of us are feeding wrongly. 
We take the wrong articles of diet. 
We eat too much. We eat too fast. 
We eat when there is no need for 
food and often in the w’rong way; 
and thd consequence is that we are 
a disease-ridden people, 
and 
arc- 
likely to remain so until our ignor­ 
ance and our sin of gluttony arc re­ 
moved. 
In truth, life is maimed and but 
half w’hat it might be solely on ac­ 
count of preventable sickness and 
disease.

eastern 
market, are encouraged by the his­ 
tory of early canal building in Indi­ 
ana. 
Towms sprang up and trade 
received a great 
boom. 
Northern 
Indiana was “made” 
by 
the 
Wa­ 
bash and Erie canal. 


This canal, 
which would open to 
Indiana and the west a cheaper mar­ 
ket for product, because of smaller 
freight rates, is the fourth big caual 
undertaken within 
Indiana. 
As 
a 
part of an extensive system of ca­ 
nals designed to open up the trade 
of the Middle West, the plans for 
the Wabash and Erie 
canal 
were 
made. 
Congress passed a 
bill 
in 
1827 providing for a canal connect­ 
ing the Wabash and 
Miami 
rivers 
with Lake Erie. 
On Feb. 22 amid 
great celebration the 
first 
ground 
was broken at Fort Wayne for the 
Wabash and Erie canal. 


In the summer of 1836 boats be­ 
gan to ply and the first thirty-two 
miles of this canal, which had been 
built at a cost of $231,000. Towns 
began to spring up along its banks 
and gradually the canal was extend­ 
ed from the state line to Lafayette, 
Meanwhile an eastern division of the 
caual had been completed by Ohio 
and there was opened the 
largest 


continued line of 
artificial 
water 
communication in the 
world. 
Thus 
markets in the east were opened for 
home produce. 
Immense 
amounts 
of grain were 
shipped 
to 
paying 
markets. 
Railronl competition 
proved 
too 
much for this canal. 
Also the state 
was in bad shape 
financially 
and 
could not keep up repairs. 
The ca­ 
nal was turned over to the Mooris 
Canal and Banking Company, which 
completed it south to Evansville in 
1853. 
The remainder of the story 
is mostly one of failure, losses and 
final abandonment. 
Floods and the state 
debt 
also 
conspired to defeat the White canal 
completed in 1846 
extending 
from 
Lawrenceburg to Hagerstown, 
built 
at a cost of $1,092,174.13. 
It 
was 
sold to a railroad and used 
for 
a 
road bed. 
The Central canal 
proposed 
to 
run from Wabash via Anderson ani 
Indianapolis to Evansville was only 
partially completed. 
Eight miles o 
it, between Indianapolis and Broac 
Ripple was built, and it now is usee 
to furnish Indianapolin 
with 
its 
water supply. 
“To review the whole 
situation,’ 
states the summary in the State Li 
brary, “the increase in population
